Post  is  permitted  to  provide  the  following  statement  to 
authorized  parties:  Consulate  in  Jerusalem  verifies  that  the 
Department  of  State  possesses  no  credible  information  of 
gross  violations  of  human  rights  by  the  Presidential  Guard 
members  identified  in  refs  A and  B,  per  paragraph  1 above,  as 
of  this  date.  Please  note  request  in  para  (3)  below, 
however,  for  further  vetting  by  post  on  one  individual.  Post 
may  cite  this  cable  in  response.
